In all the big cities in France where 
pur men pass through in large num- 
bers, the Y. M. C. A is operating 
hostels, where they can get beds and | 
meals at a minimum cost. In London 
the American Y. M. C. A. nas erected 
a large building for our soldiers and @ 
tlubhouse for American officers. 

There are Y. M. C. A. dugouts right 
behind the front Mne trenches, where 
the soldiers can get hot drinks, crack- 
ers and other comforts at all hours 

Over 2,000 men who had been reject- 
ed on account of physical disability 
have been able to get into the British 
army by reason of the physical work 
of the British Y. M. C. A. 

A fleet of motor cars leaves the big 
¥. M. C. A. headquarters in London at 
midnight every night to pick up sol- 
diers who are wandering about the 
streets without any wholesome lodging 
in which to spend the night. These 
cars are operated by Englishwomen 
of position and refinement, who report 
that they never meet any discourtesy 
at the hands of the soldiers. The im- 
portance of this service can be estt- 
mated by the fact that at least 50,000 
soldiers are on leave in London every 
week.

The tractor and implement manufacturers-are up against ¢ 
a shortage of raw material that can scarcely be relieved ir * 


time to meet next year’s war needs of agriculture. Instead 
of a spring surplus, or carry over, which was the bane of the 
implement industry for so many years, there is every likeli- 
hood of a farm-machinery famine next spring. 

Manufacturers have been begging for Government aid 
ever since we entered the war, but have made very little 
progress in obtaining the supplies of raw material they were 
in such desperate need of. In some high circles of Wash- 
ington the belie! seemed to obtain that it was possible to in- 
crease food production without the aid of Jabor or machinery. 
Due allowance must be made for an enormously greater de- 
mand for raw metal products for armament and ship build- 
ing, yet it would be a fatal blunder not to recognize the in- 
dustry that supplies agriculture with its mechanical power 
as a positively essential war time industry. 

Perhaps the Government will act in time slightly to re- 
lieve the shortage, but no matter what is done at this late 
date tractor and implement manufacturers will scarcely be 
able to fill the demands upon them. 

Farmers who require tractors, tillage or harvesting ma- 
chinery, stationary engines, dairy-barn or hay-barn equip- 


ment, tools, repair parts, or any of mecahanical ap- 
plianc,, will be wise to make an early choice and get th« 
orders in. For a large number of farmers to wait until the 
eleventh hour to make up their minds will likely prove dis- 
astrous to themselves and to agriculture generally. It will

Viost Valuable Fur Animal in the 
) _ United States. 


= 4 
Whethcr It Shall Be Protected or De- 
stroyed Depends on Its Behavior 
—Sometimes It Does Consid- 
erable Damage. 


Prepared by the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture.) 


Whether the muskrat, the most valu- 
able fur animal in the United States, 
shall be protected or destroyed de- 
pends upon its behavior, In some cir- 
cumstances this animal becomes detri- 
mental and is responsible for consider- 
able damage to growing crops, irriga- 
tion ditches, milldams, ete. Where the 
animal is not troublesome, biologists 
of the U. S. department of agriculture 
suggest that it be protected and trap- 
ped for fur. Even where the animal 


has become somewhat of a pest, fts | 


numbers often may be kept down by 
trapping, while the sale of pelts makes 
such activities profitable, Often crops 
may be protected by the erection of 
wire-mesh fences between them and 
the marsh or pond where the animals 
live, uch fences should reach at least 
six inches beneath the surface of the 
ground to prevent the muskrat bur- 
rowing under,

The Capture of Jerusalem. 

What of the capture of Jerusalem in 
the light of prophesy. 

That it has vast significance will not 
be doubted by any. It is conceded to 
be of very great importance. It cannot 
be because of its military significance, 
that a comparatively small city with its 
80,000, of, for the most part, poverty 
stricken people sent sucha thrill around 
the world, but itis because the whole 
world regards it as an event of far 
more than usual interest morally and 
spiritually. It has stirred the thoughts 
of mankind. It is because of what it 
stands for, its wonderful history and 
sacred associations which center around 
it. Itis the city of the ancient people 
of Jehovah. The Editor of the Jewish 
Chronicle says: 

“The capture of Jerusalem illumines 
with the picturesque the grim battle- 
fields of the world. By its vivid light 
We can see great new hopes arising for 
manking, old systems disestablished 
and still older politics recalled to power. 
In its illumination war worn Europe can 
perhaps discern the finger of destiny 
beckoning the nations to look for the 
hope of a bright future to the ancient 
Jand in which so many of the regener 
ation impulses of the world haye been 
born, Indeed the surrender of the city 
carries a message of good cheer for all 
mankind, anda heartening inspiration 
above to the people who fcr two thous- 


and years have clung with unfailing 
love to all that Jerusalem typified for 
them,"’ It stirs the emotions of the 


Jews to their deepest depths 


During all the centuries of their bit- 
ter wanderings they have always turn 
ed their faces in prayer toward Jeru- 
salem, To them there is no beauty 
like that of Jerusalem. ‘‘They pre- 
ferred it above their chief joy.’’ Some 


of the sublimest and most touching la- 
mentations in the Hebrew language re- 
fers to Jerusalem. The daily prayer 
of their synagogue has **Sound 
the great trumpet for our freedom and 
lift up a banner to gather our captives; 
and gather us together from the four 
corners of the earth, and to Jerusalem 
Thy city retura Thou in mercy and 
dwell therein as Thou hast promised 
Rebuild it speedily, in our 
everlasting building and set up therein

speedily the throne of David. Blessed 
art thou, Lord, who rebuildest Jeru- 
salem,”’ 


And now the news has gone to them in 
all parts of the world that ‘‘our mother,”’ 
as she is lovingly called, has been rescu- 
ed from the dominion ot the Turks, who 
has held it for twelve hundred 


years, 
and they hope this is the last of the 
Gentile powers to tread it down. ‘hey 
are full of hope especially as this fol- 
lows so closely the declaration of the 
English Goyernment to restore Pales- 


tine to the Jews. One of their promi- 
nent leaders say ‘‘It is the greatest po- 
litical event in the history of the Jewish 
nation since the destruction of the Tem- 
ple and the consumation of the ruin of 
the Jewish state.’’ To them it means the 
end, or nearend, of the bitterness and 
unspeakable desolation summoned up in 
that one, to them, fearfu! word, Exile. 
They lost their liberty and their lands 
as well. They have been “by 
the iron broom of fate,’’ from the fields 
of their father, as one of their writers 
said, ‘‘we Jews alone have known exile 
as a nation, with a national conscious- 
ness, an undying memory, and an eter- 
nal passion for redemption and restora- 
tion.’’ They look upon it as te draw 

ing near of the long years of exile and 
the buffeted, homeless wanderer, as 
about tc inherit his old home once more. 

It means that they are to take place 
in their own land; that they can lift up 
their heads with the consciousness of a 
people that does not shrink from its 
burdens and responsibilities. To Chris- 
tians the capture of Jerasalem and the 
rescue of Palestine from the Turkish 
yoke, is full of significance. We read 
in it a proof of the wonderful oyer-rul- 
ing providence ot God. 

Thinking men wonder of this mighty 
war, that is upheaving all the nat 
ions, has not, as its chief end, the 
fulfillment of the diyine plan in 
relation to this people, whose restora- 
tion and conversion are the precursors 
to the visible establishment of His 
Kingdom on earth. The war which has 
brought greater suffering to the Jews 
than to any other nation, began on the 
9th of the Jewish month Ab, the 
dest date in their history, the day on 
which the lst or 2nd temples were de- 
stroyed, and whichis also the date of 
other national calamities. It was sur- 
rendered on the day they began their 
Feast of Dedication. Chief Rabbie Dr. 
Hertz says ‘‘On this very day, 2,070 
years ago, the Maccabus freed the Holy 
City from the heathen oppressior, and 
thereby changed the spiritual future of 
humanity. Who knows but that this 
victory may not form as glorious a 
landmark in the history of mankind.’’ 

These last events are a striking vin- 
dication of the faith of those who on 
the ground of the inspired statement 
of prophecy alone, and in spite of the 
ridicule of the worldly wise, believed in 
a literal restoration of the Jews. Itis 
also an unmistakable sign of the times, 
that the endof the age draws nigh, 
when Jerusalem shall become the cen- 
ter of government of Jehovah's 
righteous rule on earth. ‘‘When the 
kingdom of this earth shall at last be- 
come the kingdom of our Lord and of

A representation of Jews will go back 
in unbelief but the greatest of all tribu, 


lations awaits them there. Their na- 
tional home will be reestablished and 
after the war, large numbers of Jews 
will flock to Palestine. In all probabili- 
ty this war will be followed by peace, 
but it will be comparatively short, fo 
the godless prosperity that the world 
will enjoy, willculminate in the final 
phase of the anti-Christian apostasy. 
There will follow the last awful con- 
flict, the darkest hour in their history, 
the bitterest anguish they have ever ex- 
rerienced out of which they shall be 
srved, with a national and spiritua; 
salvation by the sudden visible appear- 
ing of their long rejected Saviour 
‘*whose feet shall stand, in that day, 
upon the Mount of Olives which is be- 
fore Jerusalem on the east.’’ Then 
Jerusalem, the Holy City, shall rise 
never to fall again and shall be called 
‘*a city of truth; and Bthe mountain of 
Jehovah of hosts, a holy mountain.’’

While it was rather dif- 
ficult to get in crops and cultivate them 
last year, and would prove more diffi 
cult this season but for the new ruling, 
this of itself has not the 
of the gravest Crops 
some how last vear—and in great abun- 
d And, although the farmers ex- 
perienced some trouble in getting the 
labor to do the general cultivating, etc., 
to bring thos? crops to maturity, the 
real stone wall appeared when .it came 
to harvest. Harvest labor is mostly 
temporary and transient. The problem 
of securing that labor for the 1915 sea- 
son must still be handled. 

Farmers’ organizations and others 
sho.ld continually keep this feature be- 
fore the authorities, Some drastic pro- 
vision must be made to acquire harvest 
labor for this season. Itis the harvest- 
ing of the crops that is causing the real 
concern, Those who will mili- 
tary service by the new exemption rule 
are not the harvesters, they 
regulars. Something should be 
right now to assure the farn ers 
are about to begin planting that

Then, though 
farmers might have been able to plant 
and to cultivate, they found that they 
could not get the temporary or transi- 
ent labor which is necessary to get in 
the hay and wheat, thresh, cut off corn, 
husk, etc., etc. 

The new draft rule is good. It helps 
to svive in a great measure the general 
farm work problem. But it goes but a 
little way in taking care of the harvest, 

It might be contended that the har- 
vest will be taken care of when the 
time comes. We certainly hope so and 
believe so, but it is of prime importance 
that the farmer be given some aseur- 
ance that it will be taken care of be- 
fore he plants his crops. The matter 


should be attended to now. It should 
not be put off.

The present Army Nurse Corps was 
organized in 1901, following the Spanish- 
American war, which demonstrated the

At the time 
our troops were sent to the border this

recognized as the merest cucleus of 
what we should need. 

Miss Dora E. Thompson, the present 
superintendent, became a nurse in the 
Corps in 1902, served in Manila, and 
worked her way up through all grades 
to her present position. The real test 
of her ability, howeyer, has come since 
we entered the war. She has remained 
in complete charge of the Nurse Corps, 
thus making ita truly feminine organiza- 
tion from top to bottom, and the only 
one in the military machine. 

The relation of the Army Nurse 
Corps to the American Red Cross is 
little understood. The Red Cross does 
the important work of creating a Nurse 
Reserve. It lists trained nurses in all 
parts of the country, who are willing 
to respond to a call for service, whether 
that seryice be in connection with some 
disaster of civil life, or in war. These 
lists are used by the Army Nurse Corps 
in recruiting, and are of inestimable

Bean Growing in Garrett County. 

The climate of Garrett county being 
very much like that of northern New 
York, where nayy beans are quite suc 
cessfuly grown, it would seem that as 
far as climate is concerned beans would 
grow well in Garrett county. 

Some trials made at Oakland and in 
other parts of the county last year 
showed that several yarieties of nayy 
and kidney beans could be profitably 
grown. Some of the best varieties of 
these were the Boston Pea, the White 
Wonder and the Red Kidney. These 
are three good varieties and represent 
the small white soup bean, the larger 
white and red kidney for baking. The 
growing season was so short that the 
Bush Limas did not mature. 

The soil for beans does not need to be 
very rich and for this reason some of 
the poorer hillsides can be used for this 
crop. There is eyery reason to expect 
good results, if large patches are plant- 
ed, but if this is not desirable a small 
patch should be planted by every farm- 
er. 

If there are more grown than are 
needed for home consumption they can 
be readily sold or traded for groceries 
at the store. There isat present quite 
a large demand for the dried beans as 
they can be easily handled and shipped 
for soldiers’ and sailors’ use. 

Beans are usually planted in rows 
wide enough apart for horse cultivation.

Call For Contribution of $100,- 
000,000 Made—Campaign On 


Oakland, Md., April 23, 

To the people of Garrett county: 
The Second Red Cross 
campaign for the purpose of raising the 
sum of $100,000,000 is now on. The 
drive for this fund will take place May 
20-27, 1918, but the work of planning, 
eiemniaien and completing the nec- 
cessary arrangements to secure the de- 
sired results has already been started

PRINCIPAL ARRESTED 


But After A Hearing Was Com- 
pletely Exonerated. 

A warrent was issued last Saturday 
morning by Magistrate Edward I. West 
for the arrest of Mr. A. D. Appleton, 
principal of the Oakland grammar 
school, upon information submitted by 
Mr. Jobn Shartzer, the basis of the 
prosecution being that Mr. Appleton 
had corporally punished his grandchild. 
The hearing was held Saturday after- 
noon, Mr. Shartzer contending that no 
public school teacher has legal authority 
to punish corporally any pupil. The 
defense cited Desty’s Criminal Law, 
pages 422-423, reference being read as 
follows: 

‘“‘Where a man acts in locy parentis, 
the whipping of the child is justified, if 
the injury to the child is not lasting; so 
as to teachers; but the cause must be 
sufficient, the instrument suitable, and 
the punishment moderate. The chas- 
ti-ement of a pupil by the teacher must 
not be excessive or cruel, but reason- 
ably proportionate to the offense; the 
teacher must be goyerned by reason and 
discretion. The teacher is guilty of as- 
sault and battery in excessively chas- 
tising a pupil; so wounding, kicking, 
and tearing clothes, do not fall within 
the scope of a moderate correction. Ex- 
cessive punishment by a teacher is @ 
question of fact. A teacher may avail 
himself of assistance of third persons 
to remove a pupil, and a schoolmate of 
the offender offering resistance on his 
behalf will be guilty of assault and 
battery.”’ 

The defendent was found not guilty 
by Magistrate West, Mr. Appleton be- 
ing absolved from all suspicion of hav- 
ing exceeded his legal authority and the 
Magistrate stated that the school sys- 
tem could not exist if teachers were not 
protected in their rights to maintain 
discipline and order.

FENCE LAW REPEALED. 


Garrett County Relieved of Ex- 
| pensive Fencing. 

Among the progressive laws passed 
by the Garrett county Delegation in 
the last Legislature was that which re- 
| pealed Sections 96 to 102 inclusive, of 
| Article 12 of the Public Local Laws of 
| Maryland, entitled ‘‘Garrett County,’ 
| sub-title ‘‘Fence,”’ 

For many years Garrett has been the 
| only county in the State which allowed 
the running of cattle and sheep at 
large, requiring the farmers to maintain 
fences, not for the purpose of enclos- 
ing their own stock, but for keeping 
{out all stock that mght run at large. 
'1n these days of high labor, cost and 
expensive fencing material, it had be- 
come a burden. Furthermore, an im 
;mense amount of damage has been 
caused by this wandering stock, a 
damage which could not be recovered. 

With the repeal of these laws, which 
becomes effective June lst, the farmers 
are no longer required to fence out 
other people’s stock, but only to fence 
in their own, and the owners who al- 
low their stock torun at large and do 
damage are accountable for such dam- 
ages under the general law of trespass.

NEW REGULATIONS 
RELATING TO DRAFT 


Provision Made for Young Men 


Who Have Attained Age. 


Anticipating the passage of the bill 
now pending with reference t» the new 
draft, the War Department has issued 
additional regulations governing the 
registration of those amenable to ser- 
vice. These have todo principally with 
the duties of the registere, the assis- 
tance they are to receive on the day set 
for the registration and define the 


authority of the Governor and adjutant 


| general over the officials. 

The section that interests the general 
public is that relating to the draft age. 
It provides for the registration of all 


years since the registration day of Juue 
1917. 

| An alien who entered the United 
States for the first time after the date 
set for the registration by the President 
| is not subject to registration unless he 
‘signifies his intention to become a 
citizen of the United States. Citizens 
of the United States, or persons who 
have declared their intentions of be- 
coming citizens, who do not register on 
account of absence from territorial 
limits of the country, are required to 
register within five days after their re- 
turn. 

Failure to register is punishable by 
impri-onment of not more than one 
year and the offender must be regis- 
tered. 

The same safeguards are‘provided the 
draft officials as in the previous acts, 
and the police officials asin the previ- 
ous acts, and the police officials as well 
as other citizens are expected tc co- 
operate. 

As it is estimated there will not be 
over 1,500 registrants within the juris- 
diction of the board having the largest 
number of registrants, and that the 
average will be far below this number, 
the appointment of registrars, other 
than members and salaried attaches of 
boards, shal! be limited to the actual 
necessities, and persons who will serve 
gratuitously shall be selected wherever 
practicable. All registrars shall be 
competent clerks, whose nandwriting is 
legible acd neat, and, if possible, per- 
sons acting in said capacity on June 
5, 1917.

idea Supplements U. &. Food Adminis- 
tration’s New Home Card Now 
in 10,000,000 Homes, 


The women of America, who are 
anxious to do their great part in the 
winning of the war, are now, as a 
whole, familiar with the most impor- 
tant aspects of food conservation, The 
Home Card, both in its original form 
and in the revised edition for 1918, 
which provides for two wheatless days, 
one meatless day a week, in addition 
to a wheatless meal every day, has been 
placed by the Food Administration aft- 
er a vigorous campaign in 10,000,000 
American homes, Aon intelligent and 
conscientious observance of the Home 
Card’s requirements is all the Food 
Administration asks of the housewives 
of the country, 


The Food Administration has had a 
great many requests, however, particu- 
larly from the homes of the well-to-do, 
that it should issue a worked out plan 
for a voluntary system of rationing. 


This desire for a voluntary ration 
springs from two causes—first, be 
cause it is far simpler for the house- 
wife to save food when she has a con- 
crete working plan by which to pro- 
ceed, and, second, because the loyal 
women of America desire, unselfishly, 
to put themselves on the same basis 
as the women of the Allied countries. 
The ration proposed by the Food Ad- 
ministration is almost the same as 
that adopted in England for voluntary 
observance. All over the United King- 
dom, in hundreds of houses there 
hangs in the front window a card with 
the stirring pledge, “IN HONOR 
BOUND WE ADOPT THE NATION. 
AL SCALE OF VOLUNTARY RA- 
TIONS.”

THE MINISTRY OF JESUS. 

Jesus had finished His warnings and 
work in the temple and had proclaimed 
its coming desolation. He took the 
familiar way across the Kedron and 
coming to the summit of the hill seated 
Himself in the glory of the lavender 
lights of dying day and was looking 
back over the city. Four of the Dis- 
ciples came up and seated themselves 
with Him and the talk immediately 
turned to the explanation of His state- 
ment, more explicit to them than to 
the Rulers, that the very stones of the 
Temple should be overthrown. As the 
twilight deepened into moonlit shadows 
He talked freely ot the future in order 
that He might give a needed lesson to 
these inquiring minds. Three thoughts 
come into prominence. Firt, The clear 
understanding of the faith-shattering 
events that were to come. Jerusalem 
was to becomea ruin. The Jewish na- 
tion was to be overthrown. Deliverers 
should rise and create followings. The 
direst sufferings should fall upon those 
who believed in His teachings eyen 
families should be disrupted by them. 
There was not a ray of light upon the 
background of the canvass that He 
painted of the days to come. Why did 
He speak so plainly? Because of their 
need. ‘Their whole world had centered 
in that beloved city of mighty mem- 
ories and in the preeminence which it 
and its worship were destined to hold 
in that world. When the citadel should 
fall what would be its effects upon them 
but the destruction of their faith? We 
can more clearly understand this to-day 
than we ever could before because the 
same thing has happened to so many 
questioning eager souls as we face the 
crash of all the well builded hopes of 
our civilization, The church has been 
stoned fri m almost eyery angle and men 
have deciared her uselessness if after 
all the centuries ot her teaching such 
calamity shouldcome upon the world. 
Men are lIcst through shattered faith 
never by falling walls. It was this that | 
plunged the ten tribes into oblivion and 
buried so many of the Judean Jews in 
Babylonian life and not the fact that 
Jerusalem and Samaria were captured 
by enemies. This has crushed Russia 
where the impact of German armies 
failed, its opposite makes France un- 
conquerable, in the face of tenfold 
horrors and makes Albert still a King. 


These Disciples must know, if their 
faith fail mot, that their Leader 
understood just what layin the peri- 


lous path that stretched across their 


years. Knowing this eyents would find 
and leave them unafraid. Their mor- | 
ale would be unaffected. Second, The | 
clear perception of the permanence of 
the principles underlying His mes- 
sage. ‘‘We are saved by hope,”’ is 
Paul's verdict which is confirmed by 
every struggler since. No man _ reck- 
ons cost or hardship if victory is as- 
sured thereby. Jesus was perfectly 


plain in the explanation of what was to 
be expected but He was equally certain 
that His words should not pass away. 
Conviction of their truth would be _ in- 
eyitably strengthened as they met them 
if He had promised them these things; 
if one was being witnessed before their 
eyes then surely the other would follow 
as He declared. If he knew the world 
well enough to trace its history that 
grew out of the forces then at work He 
knew what forces would surviye out of 
the changes that were in process. Jere- 
miah did more than any other man to 
save the faithof the oyerthrown Jew 
by his claim of the coming fall of Jeru- 
salem and the undefeatable principles 
that the city stood for in God’s plan.

AN ACT to add certain sections to Article | 
12 of the Code of Public Local Laws of the 
State of Maryland, entitled “Garrett 
County,’ sub title “Roads,” to follow 
Section 206 and to be known as Sections 
200A, 206K, 206C, 206D. 206E, 206F, 206G and 
206H, relating to the acquirement by the 
County Commissioners of Garrett County 
of additional road ways along and 
adjacent to the public roads in said 
county, and providing for the free pas- 
sage and travel of the public when the 
said public roads are or have been 
obstructed by snow drifts. 


Section 206A. The County Commissioners 
of Garrett County shall have power and 
authority to acquire as hereinafter provid 
ed inthis act an additional road way, not 
exceeding twenty feet in width along and 
adjacent to the public roads in said county 
where the said road or parts of roads have 
become or are subject to annua! obstructions 
from snow drifts and prevents the passage 
and travel of the public. Whenever any 
citizen of said Garrett County intends to 
petition the County Commissioners of said | 
| county for the opening of any roads subject 
to obstructions as aforesaid, and It is desir- | 
able and practicable that a detour adjacent 
to said road so obstructed and to permit the 
free passayve and travel of the public using 
the same be made, he shall give at least 
thirty day's notice thereof in some news- 
paper published in GarrettCounty. Counter 
etitions may be presented to the County 
Jommissioners, and when they are, the 
County Commissioners shall take into con 
sideration the reasons contained in the 
counter petition and such other testimony 
as may be yiven before them, aud deter- 
mine the case as in their opinion shall seem 
proper.

On May Ist the destroyer Recruit 
was sent down in the North Sea witha 
toll ot 39 lives. The battleships Tri- 
umph and Majestic were in the same 
month sunk off Gallipoli. Neither of 
the ships were of much value, while the 
loss of life was small. It was, how- 
eyer, the turning point in the Gallipoli 
expedition for they seriously reduced 
its chances of success; but they suc- 
ceeded in forcing America into the war.

Phefreport of the jury contains many 
recommendations relative to the county | 
buildings and sounds a warning against | 
the sale of certain articles on the Sab 
bath. The reportin full follows: 

To the Honorable, the Judges of ae 
ireuit Court for Garrett county: 

rhe Grand Jury for the June Term of 
the Cireuit Court for Garrett county, 
begs leave to report that we have now 

od our work and have to the best 


ability performed the duties de- 
volviag upon us as members of this 
body and we now desire to report our 
proceedings and receive our discharge. 
We have had before us sixty-nine 
witnesses and have found seyenteen 
presentments and seventeen _ indict- 
ments. We have found presentments 
in all cases in which we bclieved the 
evidence satistied and have ignored 
trivial cases in which the evidence did 
not appear to warrant presentments. 
We have examined the several coun- 
ty buildings in accordance with your 
Honor’s instructions. We particularly 
note the following matters which we 
believe should be given immediate at- 
tention by the County Commissioners 
or the proper officials in charge thereof: 
The tops of the columns surrounding 
the Court House are badly crumbled 
and should be replaced and repaired. 
The door leading from the ladies wait- 
ing room to the outside porch is loose 
permitting snow and-rain to blow into 
the room. This, we believe, could be 
easily remedied. The cement or mor- 
tar about the coping around the second 
floor of the Court House has fallen out, 
permitting ice and suow to form in the 
crevices during cold weather and there- 
by dving considerable damage. This 
should be repaired. The coyer oyer the 
grating in the rear of the Court House 


is in yery bad shape and needs repairs. 
The concrete caps on the walls sur- 
rounding the Court House are in bad 
condition and need prompt repairs. The 
concrete steps at the side entrance also 
ner some of the concrete has 
fa way from the base of the Court 
Hou r cast si and thi hould 
be rep! iar rs made.

We cesire to acknowledge to Judge 
Henderson our sincere appreciation for 
the courtesies which he has shown us 
while in session. 

In conclusion we wish to state that 
we haye had before us some evidence of 
violations of the Sunday laws, par- 
ticularly with regard to the sale of 
tobacco, cigars, cigarettes, chewing 
gum, ice cream and other articles on 
Sunday and haye considered the same. 
While no presentments or indictments 
have been returned by us for this 
offense, we wish to giye warning to 
all those who have been accustomed to 
make such sales that the same must be 
discontinued, and the State's Attorney 
is hereby directed to call to the atten 
tion of the next grand jury any cases 
which he finds where this warning has 
not been heeded. The proprietor ot 
garages are also warned against all 
unnecessary sales or work on Sunday, 
and the attention of all parties through- 
out the county dealing in merchandise 
of any kind is hereby called to the pro- 
visions of Section 437 of article 27 of 
the Code of Public Laws of the State 
of Maryland.

In the 
light of all previous | practice, ‘‘safety’’ 
must be taken to mean safety and not 
imminent and direful danger. The U- 
boat theory was that ‘‘due provision for 
the safety’’ of those on board was ful- 
filled if they were-Scrowded in open 
boats and set adrift, at any season, in 
any kind of weather and at any distance

from shore, as to render their ultimate | 
rescue very doubtful, and at best, to| 
guarantee them days of intense suffer- 
ing. 

The fact is that German humanity 
has often inflicted on its victims such 
tortures that it would have been more 
human to have drowned them at once.

Ruins of Washington’s work as an 
engineer may still be seen along the 
banks of the middle Potomac; but his 
greatest engineering plan never ma- 
terialized during his lifetime, though 
several of his illustrious compatriots 
gave their enthusiastic approcal to the 
scheme. 

This plan of Washington was for a! 
quicker, surer route toward the west to | 
supersede the blazed trail and footpath. 
The government did not take any steps 
toward the construction of so expensive 
a bit of road building until three years 
after Washington's death. For fifteen 
years work on the road was under way, 
first on paper, then with pick and! 
shovel, and finally the National road be- 
tween Cumberland, Maryland, and! 
Wheeling, West Virginia, was ready | 
for service.

tion at home would be only one-third of 
normal. 

In addition to the wheat on the tarms 
and in elevators there is always an 
indeterminate further amount in transit 
hands and this can never 
be reckoned in with the flour available 
for use for export and use at home. 
Asa matter of fact this stock not 
actually ayailable since these supplies 
must remain constantly in flow; they 
remain a permanent stock the removal 
of which would later cause a period of 
acute shortage in distribution before 
new wheat would be available. 

There is further an inclination to in- 
clude new crop prospects with present 
conditions which has led to confusion. 

The harvest will not be generally 
available in flour until middle August or

early September, although in the 
extreme south it will be somewhat 
earlier. 


Ata meeting of the Federal Food 
Administors in Washington yesterday, 
representing all forty-eight States, it 
was the unanimous view that even if 
the haryest does proye abundant it will 
be the first duty of the American people 
to place every grain they can save into 
storage as against possible bad years 
ahead. In consequence there should be 
no anticipation of unlimited wheat bread 
until the war is over. 

Some of the most inconyenient re- 
strictions can no doubt be modified with 
the arrival of a large harvest, but if we 
are honest with ourselves we will main- 
tain restrictions requiring the use of 
some substitutes both domestic and 
commercial; we will continue the re- 
quirements of high milling extraction 
and the elimination of the non-essential 
use of and waste in flour and bread. 

It is worth remembering that the 
famine in Egypt eight thousand years 
ago was sayed by a little governmental 
foresight and it does not require any il- 
luminating dream to anticipate that so 
long as the war lasts with its increasing 
drafts for@oldiers and munition workers 
the world will steadily produce 
food. If weare wise a great harvest
